Footprints

About four bloody barefoot
tracks were found crossing the
slab back porch. Horsley was
barefooted and the soles of his
feet were very bloody, accord-
ing to Ashton. There were no
other footprints—of shoes or of
bare feet,

Horsley, In a later version,
told Ashton that the intruder
stood straddling his wife's body.
The buttons of her blouse had
been ripped off, and her slacks
and underwear had been pulled
down.

The victim's finger-nails,
when scraped, contained parti-
cles of human skin, flesh and
blood, Indicating her assailant
should have scratches on his
face or person, Ashton said,

Has Scratches

The husband has a large
bruise on his right cheek and
two slight secratches on the

right side of his neck and two
scratches on the left side of the
neck, Ashton stated.

Horsley said he did not know
he had them or how he received
them.

Neighbors who live two doors
away said they were awakened
by high, sustained, shrill
screams which continued for
some time., They were about
to investigate when the scream-
ing stopped.

Horsley allegedly told Ashton
that ‘he did not hear any
screams.
